this city now who are questioning 
how long they will be able to main- 
tain this life of theirs, because they 
are on the verge of starvation. Do 
we propose to let them die,” he 
asked slowly, “and at the same 
time to maintain those principles 
On which the nation was estab- 
lished? 

“You may reply that ‘We are a 
nation of individuals, and I am not 
my brother’s keeper.’ Those who 
so reply may well consider that 
perhaps the starving brother may 
then become their keeper, and for 
them to be in the hands of the 
starving brother will not be an. 
enviabie position. 

“The American people have 
fought long for those principles. 
But today a percentage of the peo- 
ple are asking whether we are bent 
on maintaining this principle of the 
right to life, or are willing to let 
it go. 

“You may say this is a trivial 
matter. It is not trivial. It is a 
crisis. We do not want to enlarge 
on its possibilities, but the Amer- 
ican people wifl not starve. They 
may suffer for a while, but not be- 
yond endurance. 

“We have lagged in this duty. It's 
high time we realize the magnitude, 
and the menace of exchanging the 
right to live of a free people for 
the indifference to life of a slave 
state. To discharge this duty weare 
bound by every law, divine and hu- 
man.” 


“Must Give or Take Consequences.”’ 
Weisenburger .related that, “in 
typical St. Louis fashion,” without 
noise or flourish, the city had gone 
about meeting the crisis by quietly 
surveying the needs and providing 
relief as needed.” He said the $300,- 
000 appropriation from tax funds 
had been expended with lef than 
2 per cent administration costs, and 
“with more strict economy than 
probably any other American city.”

It will be 
failure to take insurance, and this 
premium of $300,000 is the cheap- 
est we may ever expect to pay for 
insurance against incendiarism, 
robbery and disease.” 

Mentioning the estimated 75,000 
to 100,000 persons out of work in 
St. Louis, he said: ‘“‘There may be 
some who ask, ‘What are they do- 
ing for themselves?’ I think if 
every one of you could see how 
these poor people are being ‘their 
brother’s keeper,’ how they are 
sharing with each other, you would 
augment this fund tenfold. They 
see the suffering at first hand. Per- 
haps the wolf has not come close 
enough to your door. 

“I ‘want to tell you that hell is 
too good for a people deaf to their 
cry. They were once as you, hap- 
py and prosperous. Now all they 
want at your hands.is a chance to 
earn a living for themselves and 
the wives and babies they love as 
you love your, own.”

W. H. Thompson, Seeking

CHICAGO, ‘April 7.—-Unprece- 


dented numbers of early voters, 


registering:.their choice between 
William Hale Thompson, Repub- 
lican, an@ Anton J. Cermak, Demo- 
crat, for Mayor, presaged the larg- 
est mayoral vote in Chicago’s his- 
tory today. 

It was an ideal day, warm and 
sunny, and the thousands of per- 
sons who filed through the booths 
in the first.few hours caused elec- 
tion officials to revise their esti- 
mate and predict a total of 1,250,- 
000, a quarter of a million more 
than in the last election. . 

For the most part, the balloting 
was as quiet as it was heavy. There 


were some disorders, mostly per- 
sonal fights between election 
judges, disturbances that were 


quickly halted by the arrjval of po- 
lice. 
One Precinct Staff Ousted. 

Election officials removed thé 
entire staff.of judges and clerks at 
a precinct in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward and replaced them because 
of charges of fraud. In this dis- 
trict, which has a large “floating” 
population, no suspect notices had 
been filed by the judges. Attor- 
neys for the Election Commission 
said the books in this precinct dis- 
closed that many persons had voted 
twice, that many who had voted in 
the primary had never registered 
and that many dead persons were 
listed as having voted. The pre- 
cinct officials were dismissed after 
it was found they were guilty of 
negligence, but not of criminal in- 
tent, 

In the presidential election of 
1928 the total Chicago vote was I,- 
313,680,. but the highest ever cast 
in a mayoralty contest was 999,741 
in 1927. The present registration 
is 1,412,135. 

Force of Watchers at Polls. 

The extensive organization work 
that had been noticeable through- 
out the campaign continued up to 
the very end. Thompson's follow- 
ers and the Democratic organiza- 
tion backing Cermak had watchers, 
workers and advertisers at every 
precinct. The polls close at 4 p. in. 

Thompson and Cermak told the 
voters that Chicago's future was the 
big issue, Thompson charging that 
the influence of Cermak, who is 
chairman of the County Board, has 
“pesmirched the name of Cook 
County,” while Cermak demanded 
that the voters “clean out the city 
hall” and free the city from gang- 
sters. 

Thompson, although not formal- 
ly indorsed, claimed the support of 


the Nonpartisan Better Govern- 
ment Association, which asked, 
“Shall we establish a Chicago 


Tammany ?”

Baxter of Red Cross, Who . 
Tells of Work Done.

Need for Red Cross drouth retief 
in Texas will cease by the end of 
April, J. W. Richardson, relief su- 
pervisor for the State, announced 


yesterday at Midwestern Aree 


headquarters in St. Louis. 
Richardson closed his field head- 
quarters at Fort Worth last Fri- 
day and is spending this week here, 
to depart then for Pacific Area 


headquarters in San Francisco, 
where he is regularly stationed as 
assistant national director of dis- 
aster relief. 

Upon receiving his report, Wii- 
liam M. Baxter Jr., Midwestern 
Area manager, recalled that the 
Red Cross had been in touch with 
the drouth situation in northern 
and western Texas since last Au- 
gust. When local funds in the 
hands of chapters were no longer 
adequate, the National Red Cross 
supplied.them. The first phase ef 
the relief was the distribution, be- 
fore the end of October, of fal) gar- 
den and pasture seed, costing $46,- 
755, in 34 seriously affected coun- 
ties. As a result, 60,012 acres of 


winter food for both man and work | 


stock were provided. 
In many instances, the products 


of these acres enabled the family | 
to avoid seeking further assistante 


entirely, or made it possible for the 
period to be considerably short. 
ened, during which such assistance 
was necessary. The Red Cross has 
distributed 238,500 garden seed 
packages for spring planting to 
Texas drouth sufferers. On De- 
cember 3ist, the local chapters 
were already azsisting 487 families. 
On April 1, the peak had been re- 
duced to 17,088 families. Baxter 
indicated that the end of April 
would see almost a complete re- 
duction of the relief load of the 
Red Cross through Government 
loans being issued to farmers wun- 
der the provisions of the Federal 
appropriations of $45,000,000 for 
seed and feed for work stock, and 
$20,000,000 for “farm rehabilita- 
tion,” including food. 

“I am confident the work of the 
Texas drouth area volunteers has 
demonstrated,” said Baxter, “that 
the people of the State actually are 
the Red Cross, and the work of the 
organization represents the effec- 
tive concentration of courage and 
‘leadership, in an attack on well de- 
fined objectives.. Advising and as- 
sisting the hundreds of volunteers, 
were only 19 National Red Cross 
workers. By the fifteenth of May 
this number will be reduced to 4, 
whose services will extend through 
the end of this month. The re- 
moval of the ‘relief psychology’ will 
mean business recovery and the re- 
establishment of normal condi- 
tions.”’ ,

Dyer Says Treasury Is Weigh- 
ing Increase in St. Louis _ 
Appropriation.” 


By the Associated Press: 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Treas- 
ury officials have taken under 
consideration an increase in the 
Federal Building allocation for 
St. Louis from $2,500,000 to $5,- 
000,000, which had been recom- 
mended by the Federal Business 
Association of St.Louis, Repre- 
sentative Dyer of St. Louis said 
today. 

Dyer said it would be laid before 
Assistant Secretary Heath of the 
Treasury today. 

Treasury and postoffice otiictatil, 
he said, were also considering 
whether an addition should be made 
to the St. Louis postoffice or a 
new postoffice erected. An addition 
costing approximately $3,000,000 
has been authorized. 

Dyer said the Treasury would 
open bids May 10 for clearing the 
site for eonstruction of the new 
l’ederal Building. He predicted ac- 
tual construction would get under 
way in June. 


The increase is being asked, Er- 
nest R. Smith, St. Louis head of 
Government fd0od and drug ad- 
ministration and president of the 
Federal Business Association, told 
the Post-Dispatch, on the theory 
that the present Federal building 
plan, providing for 181,500 square 
feet of office space, will not give 
sufficient room to house all Gov- 
ernment activities with the excep- 
tion of the main postoffice. 

“We recommend an appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000, or any other 
sum sufficient to meet the Govern- 
ment office needs,”” Smith said. 
“By doing this, it will be possible | 
for the Government to stop pay- 
ing $70,000 a year rent.”

CONVICTS WHO SET OHIO PRISON 
AFIRE DECIDE TO FIGHT CHARGE 


Two Ptead Not Guilty; Had Want- 
ed to Admit Crime if They 
Got Quick Death. 
By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., April 7.—Two 
convicts who confessed they set the 
fire of Eastern Monday a year ago, 
when 320 Ohio penitentiary prison- 
€rs met death, entered pleas of not 
guilty yesterday to three indict- 
ments for first-degree murder. 

The convicts, Hugh Gibson and 
Clinton Grate, retained the right to 
change their pleas if they wish, but 
William B. Bartels, former Assist- 
and Federal District Attorney, one 
of four lawyers named to defend 
the men, said: “There will be no 
guilty plea in this case.” 

The pleas were heard by Judge 
Cc. J. Randall, who previously had 
refused to confer with the convicts 
when they indicated they would 
plead guilty if he would promise to 
sentence them to the electric chair 
immediately. 

It was understood the defense 
would question the legality of the 
indictments which specifically 
name three Columbus convicts as 
the murder victims. It was pointed 
Out that the indictment for mur- 
der with premeditation had been 
denied by the defendants, who said 
they had no idea lives would be 
lost when they set the fire. They 
contended they wanted only ‘to de- 
stroy some unoccupied solitary cells 
and to retard the prison building 
program.

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Portugal Hopes to Put Down Revolt 
At Funchal Without Bloodshed 


Government Planes to Make Demonstratation 
in Effort to Persuade Rebels on Ma- 
deria Island to Surrender. 


By the Associated Press. 

LISBON, Portugal, April 7.—Th2/ 
Portuguese Government has decid- 
ed to take every means to avoid 
unnecessary bloodshed in putting 
down the revolt at Funchal, Ma- 
deira, it was decided at a confer- 
ence at the War Office today.

Notification by Kebels. 


The text of the official notifica- 
tion by the rebels to the Lisbon 
Government announcing their as- 
sumption of power, was made pub- 
lic here as follows: 

“The officers of the garrison and 

the members of the gunnery corps 
and light cavalry stationed here, 
indignant at unwarranted outrages 
committed by the Government dele- 
gate, dismissed the authorities and 
have withdrawn their confidence in 
the national Government. The 
Government delegate, who is to be 
blamed for the present situation 
had, without consulting the army, 
been speaking in its name. 
“We declare that we shall only 
accept orders from a legally con- 
stituted government, pledged to re- 
store and guarantee public free- 
dom.” 

The document was signed by 
Lieut. Manuel Camoens, “for the 
rebels.” 

Revolt in Azores Denied. 

Reports circulating in Lisbon to- 
day that a military revolt had 
broken out in the Azores were of- 
icially denied’ by the Minister of 
the Interior. Censorship on press, 
commercial and private cables be- 
tween Lisbon and Angola contin- 
ued. It was generally interpreted 
to mean that the Government en- 
tertains some doubt regarding the 
loyalty of the African garrison. 

The strictest censorship is being 
exercised over all information com- 


ing’from Funchal. The only mes- 
|sage which came from Funchal to- 
day was from the British Consul 
to the Foreign Minister. It said 
that complete order reigned there, 
that all shops were open and busi- 
ness activity going on normally. 
The rebellion, the message _ said, 
was carried out without the least 
violence. 

Gunboat Ordered to Funchal. 

The Portuguese Government to- 
day ordered the gunboat Ibo, which 
was cruising in the waters off Los 
Palmas, to proceed to Funchal and 
await orders from the commander- 
in-chief of the naval forces. 

Funchal -itself is defended by 
strong natural fortifications and 
heavy caliber United States “naval 
guns left there by the Americans 
during the war. A strongly co- 
alesced rebel force might be able 
to repel a much larger attacking 
force. 

Nearly every seaworthy warship 
in the Portuguese navy is being 
rushed to the island, 600 infantry 
and a contingent of light artillery 
being due there tomorrow. The 
coastal gunboat Zaira set out for 
Fanchal last night and the Vasco 
Da Gama today. Naval airplanes 
are being taken along. 

During embarkation of troops 
yesterday the Fifth Light Cavalry 
regiment refused to leave for serv- 
ice in Madeira on the plea that 
they were unwilling to fight their 
countrymen. They were ordered to 
return to their barracks and their 
places were taken by the Seventh 
Cavalry. Authorities have canceled 
all army leaves. The Lisbon garri- 
son is known to be loyal to the 
regime, but in some quarters doubts 
are expressed as to the garrisons 
at Coimbra and Oporto. 

The gungoat Tamega, on duty at 
Funchal, has gone over to the 
rebels. 

John Glover South, American 
Minister to Portugal, was informed 
today by the American Consul at 
Funchal that all Americans on the 
island are safe and that Funchal!

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 7. 
—With the most pressing relief 
work out of the way, business men 
of Managua took stock today of 
their material losses from earth- 
quake and fire. 

Under the direction of Ernest J. 
Swift, Red Cross official, the Upnit- 
ed States Marines, the National 
Guard and canal engineers are 
making great progress in cleaning 
up the city by conscripting all able- 
bodied men. Milk is being system- 
atically distributed to babies and 
food rationed to the populace in re- 
turn for their labor. 

The Government has started 
functioning again and has pub- 
lished its first official bulletin. 
President Moncada issued a mani- 
festo to the Nicaraguan people in 
which he said: “‘We must rebuild. 
Nicaraguan souls‘to the front.”’ 

Tuesday's earthquakes, at first 
thought to have been felt only in| 
Managua and environs, are now) 
known to have wrought some dam- 
age as far as 15 miles north of 
here. Two haciendas on the north 
side of Lake Managua were shaken 
seriously and sevcral buildings of 
wooden construction, supposedly 
quake-proof, were destroyed. 

Francisco Bunge, German Con- 
sul, said many merchants had been 
alarmed by a reported cablegram to 
one insurance representative to the 
effect that insurance on damage 
from the quake would not be paid. 

“This report has circulated like 
wildfire,”” he said, “and many mer- 
chants, worried over their personal 
and material losses, are frantic. I 
feel absolutely sure that no fires 
intentionally were started to gain 
insurance.’’ 

Some business men expressed the 
opinion that insurance policies 
without earthquake clauses and 
without clauses covering fire re- 
sulting from earthquakes micht 
partly be paid in accordance with} 
what they said was the procedure 
after the Tokio disaster. 

The agent of one British insur- 
ance company said his firm would 
honor all policies, because they 
carried special earthquake clauses. 


United States Women and Children |

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_ THE FAILURE OF JUSTICE. : 

The wretched story of Albert ‘B. Fall nears its end. 
The action of the Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia in affirming the sentence of a year in jail 
and a fine of $100,000, leaves but one. tribunal to 
appeal to—the United States Supreme .Court.. 
As regards Fall, public opinion, we believe, has 
long since banished’ him from its consideration. We 
| doubt if there will be any public satisfaction at this 
time at the visible degradation of the man behind 
the bars. Public opinion long ago reached. the con- 
clusion which the Supreme Court formally expressed 
in its memorable phrase—“a faithless public servant.” 
The last tenable presumption of Fall's official honor, 
the last shred of his personal respectability was 
stripped from him on that wintry morning in Wash- 
ington when, evasion, deceit. and downright false 
hood having been run down, E. L. Doheny admitted 
to the Senate committees that it wads he who had 
advanced the $100,000, to Fall. It wasn’t a gift, 
Doheny emotionally avowed. It was a loan, ex- 
plained on the sentimental grounds of a friendship 
dating back to old days:when as partners they had 
prospected for gold. And it ‘was’sent in cash, in 
“a little black bag,” by a trusted messenger. The 
fact of the tranSaction was indubitable, the explana- 
tion a sorry invention to conceal the truth of the 
former Cabinet officer’s perfidy. 
The Doheny confession was made on ae 25, 1924, 
Presently the drama of the oil scandals was trans- 
ferred from the Senate to the courts. For seven 
years it has dragged interminably through civil and 
criminal litigation. Yet there has been nothing ob- 
scure or intricate about the facts of Fall’s dishonesty. 
As Secretary of the Interior, he leased valuable oil 
lands of the Government to E. L. Doheny and to 
Harry Sinclair and received from each of them large 
sums of money. 
Now, after. seven years, Fall has been found guilty 
of having accepted a bribe from Doheny, but tue 
end is not yet. Meantime both Doheny and Sinclair 
have been acquitted of bribing Fall. The years con- 
sumed, the paradoxical findings, the whole record of 
the case are a serious indictment of our legal system. 
The public opinion that has pronounced Fall guilty 
does not pronounce our eriminal jurisprudence guilt- 
less. Public opinion recalls the judgment of the late

that this “item can scarcely fail to fix thoughtful at-

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SECRECY AND THE STATE INCOME TAX. 
The Missouri Legislature ought not to adjourn 
without having made returns under the new State in- 
come tax available to grand juries and criminal 
courts. 
It has been found in Chicago that income tax re- 
turns reek with evidence of municipal corruption. 
Doubtless they are not free from such records in Mis- 
souri. But they can be made to serve a good pur- 
pose. As the matter stands, returns under the State 
income tax laws are unavailable as evidence. There 
is, of course, strong objection to making the State 
income tax returns public.

Troubles of the Oil Industry 


Petroleum field suffers from overproduction, with potential output five times the 
daily demand; waste means exhaustion of an irreplaceable natural resource; vol- 
untary effort at restriction partly successful, but damages small producer; con- 
servation and co-operation in curbing exploitation are great needs of the industry. 


EPRESENTATIVES of the petroleum 
R industry are scheduled to meet with 

Secretary of the Interior Wilbur and 
members of the Oil Conservation Board 
Thursday of this week to decide whether 
anything can be done about the present 
troubles of the oil industry. 
The plight of the oil producers is not 
unlike that of the farmers. Both producers 
and refiners, including the integrated com- 
panies, are in distress. The cause is the 
excess Of producing capacity in every 
branch of the industry. In the week ending 
March 28, refiners representing almost the 
entire business operated at only 65.3 per 
cent of capacity. Even at this low rate they 
turned out some 600,000 barrels more than 
the country can currently consume, The ex- 
cess went into storage, to augment supplies 
which are already too large for the good 
of the industry. 
Bad as is the plight of the refiners, the 
outlook for the operator is worse. The po- 
tential output of the Oklahoma City field 
alone is said to be about 2,000,000 barrels 
a day, almost enough, to satisfy the needs 
of the entire country. And the daily po- 
tential for all the fields+ of the United 


States is estimated at 10,000,000 barrels, or 


about five times the present daily needs. 
What will the conference do about it? 
There is one thing the members ought to 
do; namely, discover a method whereby 
producers can be brought into effective co- 
operation under the benevolent eye of the 
Government—a pglicy which could not be 
effected in the past. This is a paramoutt 
necessity.

Agriculture is a genetic industry, but’ 
the production of petroleum is not. Chem- 
ical elements can be restored to the soil 
when the land is exhausted, but it is be- 


‘The method pursued of robbing and then re- 
turning for a reward plunder not otherwise read 
ily, if at all, disposable, has aroused widespread 
interest and comment, both among people in so- 
cial and business converse, and on the part of 
the press.

The 
community will take new heart from the spirit with 
which Judge Ryan has urged the April grand jury to 
smoke the rascals out. It is said that when thieves 
fall out honest men get their dues. If the April 
grand jury will display as admirable a spirit as 
Judge Ryan exhibits, it will not stop until it has 
found the'weak link that occurs somewhere in every 
chain of criminal secrecy.

The exhaustion of petroleum will cause a 
widespread reorganization of many indus- 
tries and will make necessary the junking . 
of billions of dollars worth of productive. 
property. And in face of these conditions,, 
the production of this substance is one of 
the most wasteful enterprises in the world. 
Herein is the reason the conference should 
find some balm for the ailments of the in-. 
dustry. 

Where do we stand with reference to the 
future supply? We have been deceived so - 
many times by estimates of the Govern. 
ment and the experts of the industry that 
we are beginning to be men of little faith. 
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By Dt. Isaac Lippincott, Professor of Economic Resources, Washington University. 


But it is safe to say that petroleum will be 
the first of the great resources to disappear. 
Possibly we can agree with the statement 
that “it matters not whether the oil re- 
serves of the United States are five times 
a billion barrels, or 20 times, the supply 
is limited and cannot be increased.” 

Dr. Ralph Arnold, an oil expert from Los 
Angeles, testifying on the Capper-Shortridge 
oil bills in the Senate, said that the United 
States still has 27,500,000,000 barrels of 
free oil in the ground, which, by the way, 
at our present rate of consumption, is 
enough to last less than 30 years. This lim- 
ited supply holds out the promise of an in- 
creasing cost as the years roll by, and an 
increasing price to consumers, This is one 
penalty we must pay for waste. It is true 
that we have large quantities of shale which 
can yield possibly 92,000,000,000 barrels of 
oil, and enormous stores of coal from which 
oil may be obtained, but the cost will be 
very much greater than with gasoline ob- 

tained from the B sine om. 


Producers nitesh ba. seven credit for ac- 
complishing something by way of restric- 
tion of the output by voluntary effort. Pro- 
ration has been practiced in most of the 
fields of the United States. Until the last 


+ Month. these efforts met. with considerable 


success. In January: of this year -the output 
had been reduced: about 600,000 barrels a 
day under the production for the same 
month last year. But there is great opposi- 
tion to proration, It bears heayily upon the 
small producer and, if-he is forced to quit, 
the crude in hig-wells is irretrievably lost. 
This means not only driving the weak pro- 
ducer out of business but destruction of 
the raw material which hig resources con- 
tain. This would be a national loss. 

Unit operation, such as has been intro- 
duced in one of the California fields, would 
redeem the industry from some .of its in- 
efficiencies; but if it. takes as long to per- 
fect such arrangements in even the larger 
fields of the United States as it did in a 
part of the Kettleman area in: California, 
the resources would be’ éxhausted before 
plans for conservation could be worked ou.:.

GREAT many people, a typical 
New York Theater Guild first- 
night audience, enjoyed ‘“‘Green 

Grow the Lilacs,’’ Lynn Riggs’ play, 
which the Guild sent to the Ameri- 
can Theater to wind up its 1931 
season in St. Louis last evening. 
How it will satisfy succeeding the- 
atergoers during the remainder of 
the week is a different mater, for 
this drama of life among the cow- 
boys in the Indian Territory of 30 
years ago is one with appeal to the 
occasional] showhouse visitors, and 
one, too, quite likely to have no 


appeal at all for the more sophisti- 
cated customers who want smart 
lines and more or less complica- 
tions in return for the money 
which they pass in at the box of- 
fice. 

There is nothing complicated, 
nothing smart about Mr. Riggs’ 
play. It is a homely story, told 
partly in song, of the love of a cow 
puncher for a Missouri girl whose 
family moved down into the Okla- 
homa country before that section 
of the land attained statehood and 
before the young woman could 
gather more than the rudiments of 
an education. There is a villainous 
character, in the shape of a treach- 
erous farmhand who has designs 
upon the girl and who attempts to 
burn her to death, with her honest 
cowboy sweetheart—who is her 
husband by that time—there are 
other honest broncho busters, a 
bevy of farm girls, a philosophical 
old woman with wise cracks. of the 
period and the general air of vir- 
tue and right triumphant. All of 
these combine to make a pretty 
crude melodrama. 

But if the drama itself is crude 
the types are true to life and the 
manner in which they break into 
songs, and dances, of the prairie 
enlivens the proceedings immenge- 
ly.

6 SKELETONS FOUND AT SHRINE 
TO THREE JESUIT MARTYRS 


Last Four Unearthed on Hill of 
Torture at Auriesville, N. Y., Are 
Those of Indians, 
By the Associated Press. 
AURIESVILLE, N. Y., April 7.— 
Rain today held up excavations on 
the hill of torture at the shrine to 
three Jesuit martyrs after six 
skeletons had been unearthed. 
The last four skeletons are those 
of Indians, according to John E. 
Wyman of the Montgomery County 
Historical Society, who has direct- 
ed the excavations. A few time- 
marked and misshapen Indian 
relics, as well as a few beads, also 
have been found. The first two 
skeletons found were those of 
white men, Wyman believed. 
The Rey. Peter F. Cusick, direc- 
tor of the shrine, which marks the 
seventeenth century martyrdom of. 
three canonized missionaries, said 
the digging operations would be 
continued until the hill of torture 
had been thoroughly excavated. 
When the first remains were un- 
earthed, it was thought that possi- 
bly the bones were those of Father 
Isaac Jogues, John d la Lande and 
Rene Goupil, whom the Indians 
tortured and killed because of 
their Christian teachings.

STR TALK WN LONDON 


Writer’s Reaction to America 
Recalls That of Other 
English Authors, 


ted Press, 

LONDON, April 7.—The adven- 
tures of J. B, Priestley, the English 
author, at ‘the outset of. his lecture 
tour in America, have Broused al- 
most as much discussion here as in 
the United States. 3 

There were the usual letters to 
the press, and Rebecca West wrote 
a piece explaining that Americans 
were very sénsitive to criticism | 
from abroad, This wag immediate- 
ly answered by an anonymous 
American who said no, they | 
weren't. Miss West thinks this 
proves her point: 

George Gordon, president of 
Magdalen'College, Oxford, brought 
to mind the experiences of Charles 
Dickens, who paid his first visit in 
the winter of 1841, and celebrated 
his thirtieth birthday in the United 
States. : 

“He was given a reception more 
cordial than any visitor since 
Lafayette and thoroughly enjoyed 
it,” says Gordon. “His ‘American 
Notes’ proved that he admired 
much in America, but he could not 
excuse the penal system, the pigs 
that made New York their play- 
ground, the yellow press, the uni- 
versal habit of expectoration, and 
the immoral denial of copyright 
privileges to English authors.” 
Thackeray, in 1852, Prof. Gor- 
don said, delivered his “English 
Humourists of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury,” at the rate, so he remarked, 
of nearly a pound a minute. He 
reported that ‘“‘the prettiest girl in 
Philadelphia, poor soul,” had read 
“Vanity Fair’ 12 times. His lec- | 
tures were very successful, and 
three years later he returned and 
gave his “Four Georges.” He said 
nothing particular about America 
in his letters home except upon 
the beauty of American ladies, and 
published no book. 

Atthony Trollope, who paid a 
visit during the Civil War, found 
the children spoiled, the women 
pampered, the meals too hurried, 
the politicians corrupt, and the 
newspapers mendacious. But -he 
testified he had never found an 
American who did not own some 
books, and that there were 10,000 
American readers of Dickens, 
Thackeray and Tennyson, to every 
1000 in England. 

Freeman, the historian, visited 
America, was liked and heartily [ 
returned the liking. Herbert Spen- 
cer went to America incognito and 
disappointed his hosts by an as- 
sumption of privacy. 

Matthew Arnold in 1883 went 
expressly as a lecturer, but he 
was not impressive. Even his per- 
sonal appearance falled to satisfy; 
indeed, a Chicago newspaper re- 
marked that he had “harsh fea- 
tures and supercilious manners,” 
and parted his hair down the mid- 
dle.

ment in the Senate the Curfman- 
Titus bill to provide for the manu- 
facture in the penitentiary of ar- 
ticles used by the State, counties, 
cities and school districts failed to- 
day when the Senate voted down 
the damaging amendments offered. 
The bill is an administration 
measure designed to provide means 
of employment of the more than 
4000 convicts in the penitentiary 
after the Hawes-Cooper act, pro- 
hibiting the shipment in interstate 
commerce of prison-made_ goods, 
becomes effective in 1934. Prison 
officials have been much con- 
cerned about the lack of employ- 
ment of convicts when the greater 
part of the market for the goods 
now manufactured in the prison is 
destroyed through the Hawes- 
Cooper act. 

It is recognized by prison offi- 
cials that unemployment in prisons 
is the cause of unrest among con- 
victs and frequently is the princi- 
pal contributing cause to riots. 


all State Departments and institu- 
tions, and all counties, cities and 
school districts in the State will be 
required to purchase from the peni- 
tentiary all articles they use that 
can be supplied by the prison. 

One attack on the bill was in an 
amendment by Senator Brogan of 
St. Louis who sought to prohibit 


} the nistallation of a printing plant 


withi nthe prison. He argued that 
it might be that school textbooks 
would be printed, and took the po- 
sition that convict labor should not 
be put into competition with the 
printing trades. 

Senator Morgan, Republican floor 
leader, said that it would be vir- 
tually impossible to teac the print- 
ing trade to convicts to enable 
them to become sufficiently skilled 
to do book work. Morgan opposed 
making any exceptions, insisting 
that the type of employment of 
convicts be left to the discretion 
of the prison board. 

So closely was the Senate divided 
on the question that the vote stood 
14 to 14 on the Brogan amend- 


ment, and it was declared lost by 


Lieutenant-Governor Winter, head 
of a newspaper plant in Jefferson 


City.

HOLLYWOOD, April &. 
HE necessity for word perfection 


greater, according to Dorothy 
Mackaill, than is required for stage 
work. This necessity for word per- 
fection has been responsible for the 
springing up of memory courses in 
Hollywood which cater to those 
seeking to improve their ability to 
learn long speeches by heart. 
‘There are three methods,” says 
Miss Mackxaill, “‘which are used by 
seasoned players in order to learn 
their lines perfectly. Screen actors 
have found that ad-libbing a speech 
which has practically the same 
meaning as the one written in the 
script, is taboo. They have learned 
to their discomfiture that the dia- 
logue writer used certain words be- 
cause they fitted the character of 
the part being played. Ad-libbing 
or the changing of words and sen- 
tences here and there by players 
who have forgotten the exact words 
of their script, has been known to 
ruin the effect of a role. The re- 
sult has aften been an unsatisfac- 
tory character, ge@presenting a-com- 
bination of thé: author’s idea and 
the players’ idéa, not in keeping 
with the true spirit of the story. 
“As changes are very seldom 
made on the set, and then only to 
substitute a synonym for a word 
which does not register clearly on 
the microphone, it is vital that the 
players learn their lines word for 
word. 

“There are three types of actors, 
each with a different method of 
memorizing. First is the - player 
with they photographic eye. He 
reads his ‘sides,’ as the speeches 
are called, and when the time 
comes to speak these lines, he vis-

ualizes the printed page of the 
script as if it were hanging before 
his eyes and in his mind he ‘reads’ 
his part. To that class belongs 
Sidney Blackmer, who, like most of 
the people using the ‘photographic 
eye’ method, developed his means 


of memorizing while playing in 
stock. 
‘Then there is the oral type. 


This sort of actor learns to re- 
member his lines by the way the 
speeches feel as he speaks them. 
He can rehearse to himself either 
by speaking his line aloud or by 
thinking them with the unconcious 
movement of the larynx. The re- 
sult is the same, for he is ac- 
quainting his Yocal organs with the 
words they will have to utter, and 
is at the same time fixing them in 
his mind. Foremost exponents of 
the oral type are James’ Rennie, 
Richard Barthelmess and Edward 
G. Robinson. When Robinson is 
studying his lines. he likes to take 
long walks carrying his ‘sides’ ix. 
his pocket. As he strides along he 
can be seen moving his lips as he 
repeats his lines to himself. It is 
only after he has mastered the 
words that he then concentrates on 
character expression. 


“The third type is the player 
that learns by ear. He finds it 
practically impossible to read a

passage quietly and then deliver it 
aloud. The pure example of this 
type is the actor who must use 
another person to read his lines to 
him. One has often seen or heard 
of a person who could hear a tune 
once and then sit down at a piano 
and play the piece almost without 
error. It is the same with the 
aural memorizer. To learn his 
speech he must hear it read to him, 
Sometimes he can learn his speech 
by listening to his own voice, bui 
this forms a combination with the 
ora] system. Learning by ear, is 
employed by Winnie Lightner, Joe 
KE. Brown and Marilyn Miller. 

“There are those who have diffi- 
culty becoming letter perfect with 
any system, but they are gradually 
being eliminated from pictures. 
In the early days of the talkies, 
speeches were often written on a 
blackboard which was set up out- 
side of the camera angle where a 
player could glance at it if he be- 
came stuck. Today, blackboards 
are used only for especially diffi- 
cult speeches involving the speak- 
ing of a sentence in a foreign 
language with which the actor is 
unfamiliar.” 


Miss Mackaill admits she belongs 
te the oral type, “I read over my 
speeches to myself and thus accus- 
tom my throat muscles to their 
work as I do so. Then I practice 
aloud to give the proper inflection 
to the words. It really isn’t hard,” 
concluded Miss Mackaill, “as mem- 
orizing one’s lines becomes second 
nature to an actress. After some

Hunger and Disease 


ESTILENCE always has fol- 
Prowea in the wake of famine, 

but only in recent years has the 
causative relation of mass hunger 
to disease been established on, a 
scientific basis, 


Thus it has been shown that 
famine need not be interpreted in 
its restricted sense as due to an 
absence of food, but rather to the 
lack of the elements requisite to 
proper diet. 

The influence of food upon the 
prevalence of disease has been 
many times noted. A well nour- 
ished body has extrfordinary pow- 
ers of resistance to disease. 


On the other hand, increase of 
tuberculosis in a community, as 
was witnessed during the past 
World War, results when an ade- 
quate food supply is unavailable. 


Study of the so-called deficiency 
diseases, such as rickets, scurvy, 
beri-beri and pellagra adds validi- 
ty to this generalization. — 


The most recent studies on the 
relation of diet to defective teeth 
have added to the demonstration. 


An interesting result of these 

various studies is that they de not 
tend toward the development of 
especially refined and extraordi- 
nary diet. 
. Rather, they emphasize the pro- 
téctive qualities of such foods as 
milk, vegetables and fruits—foods 
as old aimost as mankind itself. 

Dr. J. M. Hamill, in addressing 
a section of the British Royal So- 
clety of Medicine, pointed out that 
human well-being was dependent 
upon two factors, heredity and en- 
vironment, 

Heredity, of course, plays 4a role
